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HE  late .Ufiirpation  upon  the  Laws  of  England 
by  zVifpenfing  Ponder,  was  fo  remarkable  .and 
Angular,  that  every  inftance  of  it  ought  to  be 
recorded  to  pofterity.  They  begun  very  early 
with  Suttons  Hofpital,  commonly  called 
the  Charter-houfe :  and  the  Xing  fent  a  Papiji  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  Penfioner  or  poor  Brother  there,  contrary  to  all  roic$ 
of  that  Foundation.  But  he  came  accordingly,  armed 
with  a  Royal  Difpehration,  both  as  to  his  Conformity  to 
the  Church  of  England,  and  as  to  the  Oaths  of  AtkgW 
ance  and  Supremacy :  Which  they  are  bound  to  take  ac 
their  admiffion  into  that  place.  •  ^  -  r 

The  Governours  of  the  Hofpital,  Perfons*  of  the  great 
eft  quality,  ftiewed  themfelves  Faithful  Truftces  to  Sih- 
ton  upon  that  occafion.  And,  tho'  they  had  no  precedent, 
at  that  time,  to  follow,  made  a  vigorous  refiftance  to  thus 
encroaching  power.  Whereby  they  did  good  Service  alfo  to 
the  Publick,  in  that  low  ftation  of  a  private  Hofpirai  Ai 
fometimes  a  little  Frontier  Garrifon,  well  defended,  gives  a 
check  to  a  great  Army,  and  a  good  example  to  the  reft 
of  the  Countrey,  to  ftand  ftoutly  upon  their  defence.’

Popham  came  to  the  Matter  With  this  Certificate, and  de^ 
fir’d  to  be  admitted.  The  Matter  askt  him,  where  his  Let¬ 


ter  of  Nomination  was,  and  to  whom  it  was  directed  ?  He 
faid  it  was  directed  to  the  Governors  of  the  Hofpital,  and 
he  had  left  it  in  the  Regifter’s  hands.

After  which, fol¬ 
lowed  the  oppofition  it  met  with  at  the  Univerlity  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  and  zxMagdalen  Colledge  in  Oxford.  The  Governours 
of  Charter-Houfe  had  a  frelh  E.xample  in  fight,  of  a  tame  refig- 
nation  to  that  Difpenfing  Power,  in  an  Inttance  where  both 
the  honour  of  the  Church,  and  many  A^fs  of  Parliament, 
were  concern’d ;  But  that  had  no  other  effettt;  upon  them, 
than  to  make  them  think  it  the  more  neceflary  to  ttand  in 
the  breach  that  was  already  made,  and  to  flop  tbg  progrefe 
of  that  Torrent,  which  was  in  a  fair  way,  at  that  time,  to 
over-run  the  Nation.

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This  Letter,  when  it  was  read  to  the  King,  he  gave  it, 
as  we  heard,  to  the  Lord  Chancellor :  -  And  bid  him  find 
out  a  way  how  he  might  have  right  'done  Him  at  that  • 
Hofpital.  But  there  were  feveral  reafons  that  hinder’d  the 
further  proceedings  of  the  Court  againft  Charter-Hoiife. 
The  Eerfons  concern’d  were  of  fo  great  a  Gharadter,  fo 
much  confider’d  by  the'  Nation,  and  fo  well  able  to  de¬ 
fend  their  caufe,  that  the  Ecclefiaftical  Commiflioners 
.(who  were  the  fupport  of  the  VifpenfmgVovitx.)  had  no 
tnind  to  meddle  with  them.  Befides,they  had  their  hands 
full  of  other  bufinefs  at  that  time.  They  were  quarrel¬ 
ling  the- two  Univerfities  upon  the  fame  point.  And 
the  next  Spring,  they  fell  upOn  the  Clergy,  for  not  read¬ 
ing  the  King’s  Declaration  about  Liberty  of  Confcience. 
The  Archbiftiop,  and  fix  Biftiops  more  were  fent  to  the 
Tower,  by  Warrant  from  the  Privy-Council :  and  after¬ 
wards  formally  Try’d  at  the  Khigs-Bencli  Barr.  Thele 
things  had  put. the  Nation  into  a  great  ferment  and  un- 
eafinefs,  fo  that,  it  was  neceflary  to  allow  fome  time  for 
things  to  fettle  and  grow  calm  again*  before  they  en¬ 
ter’d  upon  any  more  angry  bufinefs.  But  towards  the 
latter  end  of  the  Summer,  when  they  Ihould  have  begun 
their  Profecutions  a  frefti ,  They  fee  the  Heavens  grow 
cloudy,  arid  a  ftorm  a  coming  from  abroad.  Then  the 
Court  begun  to  think  of  new  meafures,  how  to  pleafe 
the  Nation,  and  put  all  things  to  rights  again.  So  that 
it  was  no  more  time  to  call  to  account  the  difobedient 
Govemots  of-Charter-Houfe-,  who,  by  tlie'neceflity  of  af: 
fairs,  had  been  conniv’d  at  thus  long.  But  jn  this  inter¬ 
val,,  we  had  feveral  threatnings.  That  a  ^o  Warranto 
(  which  was  the  battering  Engine  of  thofe  days )  ihould 
be  brought  againft  the  Corporation.  And  that  the  Ma- 
fter,  particularly,  ihould  be  Summon’d  before  the  Eccle- 
liaftical  Commiflioners.  But  all  this  came  to  no  efted ; 
Neither  could  they  ever  get  any  Popijh  Governor,  or  Po~ 
pjh  Penfioner,  admitted  into  that  Society.
